Evaluation  Test  Has  Weaknesses

Many  universities  in  recent  months  hav  e 
administered  surveys  and  teacher  evalua- 
tions similar  to  the  one  given  at  BYU  last 
week  Part  of  the  rationale  is  that  students 
will  feel  a part  of  the  university  and  will 
not  be  as  prone  to  rioting  and  demonstiat-

A more  definite  index  of  student  reaction 
will  be  available  after  the  results  have  been 
scored  and  evaluated.  ....  , 

Some  students  feel  that  individual  ques- 
tions were  not  given  enough  choices.  The 
narrow  range  of  alternatives  could  have 
been  somewhat  relieved  by  including  a few 
more  “I’m  not  decided”  possibilities. 

Some  of  the  graduate  assistants  who  ad- 
ministered the  questionaires  feel  that  the 
freshmen  were  most  appreciative  of  the  e\  - 
aluating  opportunity  and  hence  were  more 
conscientious  in  filling  out  the  forms,  inis 
effort  would  be  offset,  most  likely,  by  the 
relatively  narrow  standard  by  which  fresh- 
men judge.  How  much  credence  can  be  given 
then  to  the  answer  sheets  which  were  treat- 
ed most  judiciously. 

Students  who  are  strongly  opposed  to 


certain  teachers  would  probably  say  more 
(and  in  a more  vindictive  manner.)  Those 
who  are  favorable  are  usually  less  generous 
with  their  praise.  Hence,  the  bad  teachers 
are  made  to  appear  worse  and  the  strengths 
of  the  better  teachers  go  unnoticed. 

One  of  the  English  professors  has  pre- 
pared a “mock”  evaluation  which  requires 
students  to  weigh  the  merits  and  weakness- 
es of  the  faculty  subjectively  and  which  also 
asks  for  the  students  name.  It  seems  that 
such  an  open  ended  essay  form,  to  which 
a student  affixes  his  name,  could  be  of  great 
benefit.  Should  a teacher  be  so  sensitive 
that  he  could  not  expect  critiques  from  both 
ends  of  the  continuum — good  and  bad. 

As  it  is,  he  will  see  only  the  composite 
score,  which  may  hurt  him  more  in  the  long 
run  than  to  see  both  positive  and  negative 
reactions. 

By  using  an  essay  form  signed  by  the 
student,  the  teacher  would  be  able  to  eval- 
uate the  criticism  in  relationship  to  the  stu- 
dent offering  suggestions.  The  more  mature 
students  would  be  able. to  offer  suggestions 
pertinent  to  the  individual  instructor  and 
much  room  for  error  would  be  eliminated. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  see  whether  or 
not  the  students  will  be  told  of  the  results 
of  the  tests  and  to  what  extent  the  current 
murmurings,  prognostications,  and  extoll- 
ings  will  be  justified.

ACADEMIC  FREEDOM,  how- 
ever, is  a two-sided  coin.  The  stu- 
dent uses  his  academic  freedom 
when  he  decides  to  seek  a higher 
education,  when  he  decides  to 
study  economics,  and  when  he 
registers  for  a particular  section 
of  a particular  economics  course 
at  Brigham  Young  University. 

The  instructor’s  academic  free- 
dom is  concerned  with  his  teach- 
ing the  subject  matter  as  he  best 
sees  fit.  This  means  that  the  in- 
structor uses  whatever  material 
he  wishes  to  present  his  lessons. 
(This  is  assuming  that  the  in- 
structor’s material  is  within  cer- 
tain necessary  restrictions  that 
are  established  by  the  department 
and  university.) 

IF  THE  STUDENT  does  not 
happen  to  like  the  subject  matter 
of  a particular  class,  he  is  free  to 
use  his  “academic  freedom”  and 
leave  the  class. 

I,  too,  am  a freshman  majoring 
in  economics.  I agree  whole- 
heartedly with  many  of  Mr.  Skou- 
sen’s particulars.  I feel  that  my 
high  school  economics  text  cover- 
ed many  areas  much  better  and 
less  biasedly  that  Samuelson 
does. 

HOWEVER,  Mr.  Skousen,  we 
are  here  to  receive  an  education 
in  economics  that  the  Economics 
Department  of  Brigham  Young 
University  has  prepared  for  us. 
We  cannot  expect  to  be  taught 
what  our  own  political  whims  de- 
sire. Making  the  books  you  sug- 
gested required  for  the  sake  of 
academic  freedom  would  be  a 
contradiction  in  itself.

coming  home  from  Viet  Nam.

With  Hatchets  Yet . 


Americans/  A La  Indians  Trap  Cong 


BEN  CAG,  Viet  Nam,  (AP)— 
Hatchets  used  like  tomahawks  re- 
placed bayonets  in  the  hands  of 
some  U.S.  GI’s.  Sunday  in  a hand- 
to-hand  jungle  fight. 

A "HATCHET  Squad”  of  Bravo 
company,  1st  Battalion,  502nd  Re- 
giment, 101st  Airborne  Division, 
routed  a Viet  Cong  unit  after  a 
savage  encounter  that  was  more 
like  indian  fighting  on  the  early 
American  frontier  than  warfare  in 
a nuclear  age. 

Moving  down  a trail  in  the  tang- 
led jungle  of  D zone  35  miles  north 
of  Saigon,  an  area  along  a Com- 
munist stronghold,  Bravo  company 
encountered  a Viet  Cong  unit. 


SGT.  FREDERICK  Lopez,  from  behind  a tree,  with  a rifle  in  his 
r>'"’1  J J i~l  hands,  and  was  cut  down  in  the 

way  frontiersmen  and  indians 
fought  in  pioneer  days. 

MEDICAL  EVACUATION  heli- 
copters arriving  later  to  pick  up 
the  wounded  came  under  Viet  Cong 
sniper  fire.  An  artillery  barrage 
silenced  the  snipers. 

The  paratroopers  resumed  their 
patrol  through  the  jungle,  their 
hatchets  sheathed. 

The  fighting  men  had  bought  the 
hatchets  themselves,  paying  about 
$1  each  for  them.  They  were  hon- 
ed to  a razor  edge,  painted  black. 
In  a jungle  war,  the  soldiers  sayr 
bayonets  get  caught  in  the  heavy 
undergrowth,  are  too  unwieldy. 


Santa  Barbara,  Calif.,  dropped  to 
his  knees  and  opened  fire.  The  Viet 
Cong  ran  off  the  trail  into  thick 
jungle.  A half  dozen  men  of  the 
American  unit,  some  with  their 
faces  blackened,  their  rank  insign- 
ia painted  out,  unslung  hatchets 
and  slipped  into  the  underbrush  in 
pursuit. 

A grenade  bounced  onto  the  trail, 
wounding  four  Americans  as  it  ex- 
ploded. 

IN  THE  HAND-TO-  hand  fight, 
one  of  the  Viet  Cong  force  was  kill- 
ed. The  Americans  said  he  was  the 
one  who  had  thrown  the  grenade.

The  BYU  greenhouse  is  the  first 
facility  of  its  kind  in  the  grounds 
area  of  the  Physical  Plant  Dept, 
and  is  fulfilling  a need  that  has  ex- 
isted at  BYU  for  many  years,” 
said  Wendel  Jarvis,  assistant  sup- 
ervisor of  the  Grounds  Dept. 

THE  GREENHOUSE  is  located 
east  of  the  Snell  Industrial  Arts 
Bldg,  and  south  of  the  Wilkinson 
Center  parking  lot. 

It  was  completed  in  February, 
1964  and  since  that  time  has  served 
as  a “health  center”  for  the  num- 
erous plants  and  campus  greenery. 

AS  SOON  AS  an  in-  or  outdoor 
plant  on  the  campus  looks  sickly 
it  is  whisked  off  to  the  glass  en 
closed  building  where  the  grounds 
employees  nurse  it  back  to  health. 

“By  doing  this  the  school  is  sav- 
ed the  cost  of  buying  an  entirely 
new  plant,”  said  Jarvis. 

A SECOND  PROJECT  undertak- 


en since  the  construction  of  the 
greenhouse  is  the  developing  of 
flowering  plants  from  seedlings 
for  planting  around  campus  and 
dormitory  areas  in  the  spring. 

In  accordance  with  his  campaign 
to  add  color  to  the  campus,  while 
utilizing  flowering  plants  develop- 
ed in  the  greenhouse,  Grounds 
Shop  Supervisor  Carl  Morrison  is 
providing  each  department  on  cam- 
pus with  a flower  bouquet  each 
week. 

"AT  THE  PRESENT  time  we 
are  only  able  to  provide  such  a 
bouquet  for  each  member  of  the 
administrative  executive  council,” 
noted  Supervisor  Morrison. 

A final  function  of  the  green- 
house is  to  provide  a place  for  the 
storage  of  tropicals  that  are  used 
outside  in  the  summer  until  they 
can  be  relocated  in  a building  for 
the  fall  and  winter.
